Sk in Care Important fo r the Mother-To-Be

Small Red Spots 
A definite sk in disease which 
occurs at this time and no other 
is called "prurigo gestationis” 
and it occurs in otherwise healthy 
women. It consists of small pin­ 
head to lentil-sized red spots. It 
is usually on the arms, forearms, 
hands, legs or feet. The onset is 
gradual and it may or may not 
be accompanied by itching. 
The 
birth of the 1 baby immediately 
terminates it and that is about 
all that really cures it, although 
some relief can be obtained by 
the 
use of soothing creams and lo­ 
tions. 


A Red Eruptio n 


Erythema gestatiorfis consists of 
red eruption on the sk in. It has,1 
sometimes, q uite severe symptoms 
with intense burning and itching 
and elevation of temperature. 
Eruption of the gums is also 
a special condition which is a 
hazard at this time. 
Most of the conditions respond 
to culinary soothing ointments 
and lotions and no specific treat­ 
ment has been found to be infal­ 
lible. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

every day. I eat all other foods 
too, but must have my lettuce. I 
am not pregnant.

F. W.: "I would appreciate 
some information on the drug 
benzedrine sulphate.” 
Answer: Benzedrine is a dif- 
fusable drug which stimulates the 
mental and other processes. It has 
been used by students who are 
studying for examinations and by 
athletes in competition. Many re­ 
ports of harmful reactions are 
recorded from such use. It is a 
dangerous drug to use regularly 
or, in fact, to use at all except 
under a physician’s directions.

NAVY’S CENSORSHIP 


11TASH1NGTON — No matter what sur- 


prise the President will spring in his 


long awaited radio broadcast tonight one 
thing is certain, the Navy’s censorship has 


boomeranged badly and is a serious ob­ 


stacle to complete credence of the Greer 
incident. 
The tragedy is that the Navy has hush­ 
ed up other similar incidents. 
As a result 
the public doesn’t know which one to be­ 
lieve; also it doesn’t see why one incident 
should be hushed up and other blazoned to 
the press. 
Last May, for instahce, tile Navy vigor­ 
ously denied that a 
U. S. warship had 
dropped bombs on a suspected Nazi sub­ 
marine. 
But after all the Navy’s denials, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox was summon­ 
ed before the Senate Naval Affairs Com­ 
mittee and admitted under oath that the 
incident had occurred. 
Then last July while American mar­ 
ines were enroute to Iceland, one transport 
carrying troops detected the 
sound of 
submarine motors. 
It signalled 
for the 
submarine to come to the surface. 
There 
was no answer. 
U. S. Destroyers imme­ 
diately rushed in with depth bombs. 
A 
smudge of oil came to the surface, and no 
more was heard of the submarine. 
U. S. Marine Corps officials admitted 
the above events happened, but the Navy 
was silent. 
So now those in the know are wonder­ 
ing why the sudden change in publicity 
policy, why the Navy rushed into print 
regarding the Greer. 
The Navy’s censorship 
also tends to 
cast doubt 
on 
other incidents inside the 
Navy. 
When the Bismarck was sunk, the fact 
that an American 
observer 
was in 
the 
plane which caught the battleship was 
carefully hushed up — until Knox publish­ 
ed it in a magazine article for which he 
is reported to have received a thousand 
dollars. 
Secretary Knox’s hush hush policy has 
not been aided by the naive honesty of the 
British Embassy. 
Remarked one British 
naval attache the other day: 
“You know I think it’s awfully sporting 
of your newspaper fellows not to publish 
anything about our ships being in your 
yards. 
Of course we have no objections, 
but it’s fine to see you co-operating with 
the President. 
I suppose it would be quito 
embarrassing to him in the Middle West if 
all those isolationists knew' about it.” 
NOTE— No matter who fired first in 
the Greer incident off Iceland, this much 
seems certain. 
Germany might be quite 
happy to see the United States in a war 
with Japan in the Pacific, but everything 
Hitler has done in Europe indicates, tfcat 
the last thing he wants is to have the 
United States on his neck in open war. 
Most revealing incident of all was when 
Nazi bombers devastated British shipping 
in the Port of Suez, Egypt, but scrupulous­ 
ly 
kept their 
bombs 
away from three 
American vessels carrying lend-Iease sup­ 
plies anchored in the same harbor. 
You 
can write it down as certain that Hitler 
wants to pick his victims one by one, and 
our turn will come. 
But he does not w’ant 
war now’ with the U. S. A. 
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DIET AND HEALTH- 


Skin Care Important for the Mother-To-Be 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. P. 


• Speaking yesterday of the diet 
of the prospective m other I was 
reminded of another feature of 
prenatal care, which is the care 
of the skin. The skin seems to be 
particularly sensitive during this 
expectant period. 
The skin plays an im portant 
p art in heat regulation and other 
functions of the body and assists

in the elim ination of waste prod­ 
ucts, so it has a double p a rt to 
play during this period and needs 
regular care. 
Of 
course, 
this 
simply means it should be kept 
clean and protected from irrita ­ 
tions, such as clothes, etc. 
There are certain characteristic 
conditions th a t occur during the 
expectant period for the mother, 
which are localized in the skin. 
C ertain skin diseases are found 
only a t this time. 
Some of these skin conditions 
are due to disturbance of the 
ductless glands. For instance, de­ 
posits of pigm ent in the skin and 
darkening of the skin in spots. 
Flushing and dilatation of the 
blood vessels is common. Itching 
during the last half of the period 
of gestation is so common as al­ 
most to be a p art of the process. 
It may be general or localized. 
Varicosities of the veins of the 
leg often aggravate or may even 
be the cause of this condition. 


Small Red Spots 
A definite skin disease which 
occurs at this time and no other 
is called “ prurigo g estatio n s” 
and it occurs in otherwise healthy 
women. It consists of small pin­ 
head to lentil-sized red spots. It 
is usually on the arm s, forearm s, 
hands, legs or feet. The onset is 
gradual and it may or may not 
be accompanied by itching. The 
birth of t h e ’baby immediately 
term inates it and that is about 
all that really cures it, although 
some relief can be obtained by the 
use of soothing creams and lo­ 
tions. 


Herpes g estatio n s is a blistery 
eruption which also occurs a t this 
period and usually early, stopping 
spontaneously about the fourth 


J month. 


A Red Eruption 


Erythem a g estatio n s consists of 
red eruption on the skin. It has,1 
I sometimes, quite severe symptoms 
with intense burning and itching 
and elevation of tem perature. 
Eruption of the gums is also 
a special condition which is a 
hazard a t this time. 
Most of the conditions respond 
to culinary soothing ointm ents 
and lotions and no specific tre a t­ 
ment has been found to bo infal­ 
lible. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
Mrs. J. A. D.: “ About two 
months ago I acquired the taste 
for head lettuce. Since then have 
been eating two or three heads 
every day. I eat all other foods 
too, but m ust have my lettuce. I 
am not pregnant. Is there any 
harm in lettuce?” 
Answer: Not the slightest harm 
in lettuce. E a t all you want. I ts 
too bad other people don’t have 
such good habits. 


F. W .: “ I would appreciate 
some inform ation on the drug 
benzedrine sulphate.” 
Answer: Benzedrine is a dif- 
fusable drug which stim ulates the 
mental and other processes. It has 
been used by students who are 
studying for exam inations and by 
athletes in competition. Many re­ 
ports of harm ful reactions are 
recorded from such use. It is a 
dangerous drug to use regularly 
or, in fact, to use at all except 
under a physician’s directions.
